DELAYED A W EEK- 
School to Start 
Here August 29 


The opening of the Hamlin 
Schools for the fall term has 
been delayed one week, 
according to Bob Hawes, 
superintendent. The first day 
of school will be Monday, 
Aug. 29, rather than Monday, 
Aug 22, he said. 
The change was brought 
about by the new state law 
that now calls for 175 days of 
school rather than 180 days. 
This change was made during 
the special session of the 
legislature as part of the new 
school finance bill. 
Teacher in-service training 
will start on Monday, Aug. 22, 
which is one week later than 
originally scheduled. The bill 
did not change the number of 
in-service days for teachers 
for the coming year, but does 
change the number for the 
following year. In the 1978-79 
school year, there will be 
eight days of in-service 
training 
instead 
of 
the 
present IO days. 
Hawes said Monday that it 
was still too early to tell the 
full impact of the new school 
finance bill on the local 
district. He said that the 
board would begin to work on 
the budget for the coming 
year this week and has set a 
tentative date for a budget 
hearing for Monday, Aug. 15. 
He said that the district’s 
local fund assignment (its 
share of the cost for the 
M inim um 
Foundation 
Program) was cut from last 
year’s $221,000 to $168,761 for 
the coming year. The district 
will also receive $110 per 
student this year rather than 
the $95 per student it received 
last year for maintenance 
and operation. This figure 
will increase to $115 next 
year. 
The district will receive a 
7.1 
percent increase 
in 
transportation funds for the 
coming year and will receive 
an additional 5.2 percent the 
following year. 
Under the new UU teachers 
also receive pay increases 
with teachers with BA de­ 
grees receiving an average 
increase of 7.2 percent and 
those with MA’s receiving an 
average increase of 8.12 per­ 
cent. 
Hawes said that there were 
stUl some questionable areas 
in the new school UU that he 
was seeking answered© from 
the state. He said that until 
we know these answers it is 
stiU herd to determine the full 
impact on the district.

outs furnished by the state, 
the Hamlin district will 
receive $161,700 more ad­ 
ditional dollars from the state 
this year than last year.

awareness, nationwide, of 
the importance of reading. 
Parents and educators alike 
voice concerns about the 
fact that young people do 
not seem to read as much 
as they used to. 
That this may or may not 
actually be the case does 
not allay the fears. Parents 
are unwilling to wait for the 
statistics to be compiled. 
They want to get 
their 
teenagers away from the 
TV and back to the books 
now! 


According to Dr. Lou E. 
Burmeister, Professor of 
Education and Coordinator 
of Reading Education at the 
University of Texas at El 
Paso, there are two kinds of 
students who don't read as 
much as we would like. 
There are those who can 
read but will not. and those 
who don't read because 
they read very poorly. 


Parents who are con ­ 
cerned about their high 
school student’s lack of in­ 
terest in reading should first 
find out which kind of a 
student he or she is. Past 
school performance 
will 
probably be one indication. 


lf the student has a con­ 
sistently poor performance 
record in classes such as 
English, science, math and 
social studies, it may mean 
that he or she needs help in 
developing 
the 
reading 
skills necessary to cope 
with the required texts. 


School personnel should 
be able to determine if this 
is the case and inform the 
parents. 
In most cases, the stu­ 
dent's reading skills are 
adequate. There are more 
capable readers who don't 
read than there are poor 
readers. 
Recent studies conducted 
by the National Assessment 
of Educational Progress re- 
. ^al that 87 percent of all 
17-year-olds surveyed are 
considered “ functionally 
literate." That is, they can

often forget that many stu­ 
dents of today read ex ­ 
tremely well— way above 
grade level This is a tribute 
to good teaching and con­ 
cerned parents, 
says Dr. 
Burmeister. 
In either case, there are 
things that parents can do 
to help their teenagers read 
better or read more. Dr. T. 
Stevenson Hansell, Assis 
tarn Professor of Secondary 
Reading at the University 
of Delaware, suggests a 
few: 
“ Listen to your teenagers 
to find out what their inter­ 
ests are, then provide read­ 
ing material on those top­ 
ics. Teenagers are often in­ 
terested in books which 
deal with making the transi­ 
tion to adulthood and a s­ 
serting their independence. 
“ Books about popular 
figures such as sports per­ 
sonalities or rock stars are 
usually interesting to teen­ 
agers. Find books written 
about 
or 
adapted 
from 
popular movies or televi­ 
sion shows. 
“ Go to the library. Ask 
the librarian s advice about 
the most popular books and 
then bring some home. 
“ Talk to your teenagers 
about books and articles 
you are reading. They will 
get the idea that reading is 
a source of information and 
pleasure. 


“ Make a habit of looking 
up 
answers 
or 
merely 
speculating about where to 
find answers to questions 
that come up in conversa­ 
tions. 
“ Encourage wide read­ 
ing. Youngsters go through 
phases in which they are in­ 
terested only in such mate­ 
rial as magazines and comic 
books. Accept the fact that 
this is a stage in reading 
development which most 
people experience. After 
awhile, encourage more ma­ 
ture selections. 
“ Read Books And The 
Teen-Age Reader by G. 
Robert Carlsen for more 
ideas."
